Saratoga Is A Lively Corpse; 
Anderson Triples In The Eighth 


New YORK 

Racing at Saratoga during the final 
week had its points of interest. though in 
general what happened was what was eX- 
pected to happen. The Hopeful Stakes 
confirmed Blue Peter's ranking at the top 
of the eastern 2-year-olds, and the Sara- 
toga Cup told us only that Snow Goose 
was a highly capable filly at a distance. 
which had been more than suspected aiter 
she won the Beldame and Ladies’ Handi- 
caps last year. 

Not exactly in the cards. however. was 
the defeat of Alablue by Compliance in 
the Alabama Stakes at mid-week. though 
really I suppose paying $72.000 for a filly 
does not necessarily make her win. Alablue 
had cost $24.000 as a yearling. and by the 
time of the Ernst dispersal had exactly 
tripled in value. She ran very well. ac- 
tually. but the notion here is that a mile 
and a quarter is a little too much for her. 
However. she’d switched trainers. and I 
suppose this is an obstacle for any horse. 
without reference to the ability of the 
trainers involved. 

Compliance. which had cost the racing 
partnership of Frank Heller and Benjamin 
O'Shea only $4,500 as a yearling. was 
giving Alablue four pounds in the Ala- 
bama. and she gave her more pressure in 
the stretch than the Blue Larkspur filly 
could stand. Her next opportunity in the 
New York area comes at Aqueduct on clos- 
ing day. September 11. in the nine-furlong 
Beldame Handicap. Alablue is in this too, 
as well as such older mares as Gallorette. 
Harmonica. and Snow Goose. In the last 
two years the Beldame has had to be split. 
Gallorette won one of the 1946 divisions. 
Snow Goose one of those of 1947, 

*Miss Grillo. which was second to But 
Why Not in the other division last year, 
is another 1948 eligible. Her race in the 
Saratoga Cup did not prove much to me, 
for there was no pace except what * Miss 
Grillo set herself. and that isn’t her style. 
She looks in fine condition. and with pace 
ahead of her may give a better account of 
herself. 

For the rest. Saratoga showed no signs 
of fatal decay. The actual drop—about 3 
per cent in attendance and about 81% per 
cent in betting—was considerably less than 
that recorded at many tracks about whose 
future no one is concerned. Had it not 
been for the miserably hot weather of the 
last four days, there might have been no 
drop at all in attendance. for the decrease 
was only a little more than 11.000, and up 
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to the beginning of the heat wave. the 
track was running almost level with last 
year’s figures. Most of the drop came dur- 
ing the first week, which suggests that 
Monmouth Park was cutting in more than 
| would have thought. 

Saratoga doesn’t draw many daily com- 
muters—it’s an over-all trip of about 14 
hours from New York—but apparently a 
fair number of people stayed with Mon- 
mouth until it closed, and then moved up 
to Saratoga. Anyway. things began to 
pick up after the first week. and the drop 
was less than Saratoga’s best friends hoped 
for.

GUEST BOOK. Visitor to THe Bioop- 
Horse recently was Maurice V. Point, 
owner of Sledmere Stud at Scone. about 
200 miles north of Sydney in New South 
Wales. One of Mr. Point’s objectives dur- 
ing a brief stay in Lexington was to see 
*Bernborough at Spendthrift Farm; the 
other was to see as many more horses and 
horse farms as possible in a short time. 
The 700-acre Sledmere Stud. he reported, 
lies in a rolling limestone belt, has in its 
pastures about 20 varieties of native 
grasses. 

While in England not long ago, he 
bought the young stallions Royal Trophy 
(Windsor Lad-—Catastrophe, by *Kantar) 
and the French-bred Precotant (Pampeiro 
—Novalaise. by Milesius). They shipped 
well, he said, and arrived in Australia in 
seven weeks. Also at Sledmere are 56 
mares and the stallions Harinero and 
Merry Mathew.

A few of the 
very top Australian stallions are difficult 
to book because of the demand for their 
services. he reports. But a small breeder 
has no difficulty in getting his mares to 
good sires just below the top. 


PORT OF CALL. Another dropper-in 
at the Radio Building was Col. Dan Steven- 
son, of the U. S. Army Veterinary Corps.

Breeding Hygiene on a 


Thoroughbred Nursery 


This is my first visit to Ontario Veter- 
inary College since graduating in 1924, 
and I must say it brings back many fond 
and pleasant memories. Ours was the sec- 
ond class graduated from this building, 
and believe me, there is quite a difference 
in numbers then and now. There were 
only 26 in our class, I believe 35 in the 
one preceding us, and only about 15 in the 
one following. Personally there are strong 
ties binding me to this institution. My 
father, two uncles, and a cousin were all 
graduates of Ontario Veterinary College, 
while my grandfather was an examiner in 
the early days. 

The subject chosen for me to speak on 
is Breeding Hygiene on a Thoroughbred 
Nursery. Edmund Alexander Parkes, an 
Englishman, and the founder of modern 
hygiene, defined hygiene as the art of pre- 
serving health: It aims at rendering 
growth more perfect, decay less rapid, 
life more vigorous, death more remote. 
That, I think, is a most comprehensive de- 
scription, which, while written a long time 
ago, is still applicable. 


The care of mares, stallions, and foals 
presents one of the most interesting and 
important phases of veterinary practice. It 
is as interesting to me as the raising of a 
crop is to the farmer. We have first the 
preparation of the soil, then the planting 
of the seed, the cultivation (by proper care 
and feeding of the mare), and finally some 
340 days later the harvesting of the crop. 
The successful breeder, as the successful 
farmer, is the one who works hard and 
diligently. 

Breeding hygiene is important because 
every breeder wishes to get as high a per- 
centage of his mares in foal as possible, 
and to have them deliver strong, disease- 
free foals. At the present time when the 
Thoroughbred, Standardbred, and Saddle 
Horse are bringing such high prices, it is 
of particular value. However, regardless 
of the price, most breeders are just as anx- 
ious to maintain a high degree of effi- 
ciency at all times. A barren mare or a 
bad foal costs just as much to keep as any 
other. 

The problems confronting the breeder 
and veterinarian are many. As one well 
known horseman aptly expressed it, the 
only normal things about broodmares are 
their abnormalities. Therefore it behooves 
all of the personnel connected with a nurs- 
ery to keep down diseases and associated 
troubles to a minimum. A few of the 
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headaches that can usually be avoided by 

exercising proper hygienic measures are: 

1. Infectious, non-contagious abortions 
due to streptococcus, escnerichia coli, 
and staphylococcus infections. 

2. Joint-ill in foals. 

3. Dystokia, to a large extent. (I might 
say here that nearly all cases of dys- 
tokia and mal-presentations occur on 
farms that are lax in caring for mares 
at breeding time and during their ges- 
tation period.) 

4. Coital exanthema or horse pox, which 
while not serious, is very infectious and 
necessitates withholding a stallion from 
service for a week to ten days. 


THE ROUTINE. Suppose that in de- 
scribing life on a Thoroughbred farm we 
begin in the late summer or early fall. At 
this time the final examination for preg- 
nancy is made, and those found to be in 
foal are, on most farms, vaccinated against 
the salmonella type of contagious abortion. 
This vaccine is highly efficient and has 


COMMENCEMENT ADDRESS 


At commencement exercises at Ontario 
Veterinary College, in Canada, on July 8, 
the principal speaker was Dr. Charles E. 
Hagyard, of Lexington. A member of the 
veterinary firm of Hagyard and Hagyard, 
Dr. Hagyard is one of the most distin- 
guished alumni of the college, where four 
other members of his family also have 
been graduated. 

Subject of his address to the group of 
young veterinarians entering practice this 
year was “Breeding Hygiene on a Thor- 
oughbred Nursery,” a topic he is highly 
qualified to discuss. The talk is reprinted 
here in the belief that it will be of inter- 
est and value to readers of this magazine. 
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practically eradicated salmonella abortion 
in our section, in which not a case has 
been reported in nearly 15 years. If we 
could find something equally as effective 
against virus abortion we would be very 
happy indeed. 


BARREN MARES. The next step is 
the thorough examination of the barren 
mares for any genital abnormalities or 


infections. I usually palpate the ovaries 
and uterus at the same time the pregnancy 
examination is made, thus saving another 
rectal examination, and make record of 
any deviations from normal. 

The external genitals are examined for 
any evidence of exudation and _ vulvar 
lacerations. A speculum is inserted into 
the vagina, and the color and condition of 
the vaginal mucous membranes and cervix 
are noted. If the membranes are too con- 
gested, or if there is evidence of exudate, 
bacteriological cultures are made by pass. 
ing a sterile platinum loop through the 
cervix and then streaking on agar slants, 

It should also be noted whether or not 
the vagina is ballooned. This condition, 
caused by aspiration of air through a 
loose, thin-lipped, or torn vulva, was the 
cause of more barrenness, vaginitis, and 
genital infections than any other one thing, 
Many valuable mares were lost to the in. 
dustry because of this, and it can be cor- 
rected so simply and easily. For some 
time we didn’t realize that air sucking was 
causing our trouble, and we would irrigate 
and treat this type of genital infection for 
months on end (usually with poor results), 
when all that was necessary was to suture 
together the lips of the vulva from the top 
to a point even with the pelvic floor. 

Some other pathological conditions of 
the genital track most commonly found 
are: 


1. Indurated ovaries. 

2. Immature ovaries. 

3. Ovarian tumors or cystic degeneration. 
4. Enlarged, flabby, atonic uterus. 

5. Chronic metritis. 

6. Cervicitis and cervical adhesions. 

7. Vaginitis. 

8. Vulva abnormalities (most frequently 


found, and o: most importance). 


I will not go into the treatment of these 
conditions, but please feel’free to ask any 
questions you wish. So much for the bar- 
ren mares. 


PREGNANT MARES. The pregnant 
mare should at all times be kept in good 
condition, neither too fat nor too thin, and 
be given nothing but the best and sound- 
est feeds. She should have daily exercise, 
preferably turned out. Some breeders in 
our section let their mares run to sheds 
until foaling time, but of course provide 
plenty of feed. Mares handled this way 
do very well indeed. They require more 
feed, but less labor and bedding. 

As foaling time approaches and _ the 
mare makes bag, she is watched closely 
day and night. Sutured vulvas are split 
at this time in preparation for foaling. The 
mares should, of course, have clean, well 
bedded stalls. When parturition actually 
starts, the attendant should (after ascer- 
taining that the foal is coming straight) 
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leave the mare pretty much alone, giving 
assistance only if needed. 

A great many mares are needlessly torn 
and bruised by giving aid before the geni- 
tals have had time to relax. Some persons 
don’t seem to realize that most mares 
would deliver their foals normally with no 
assistance whatsoever. 

When delivery is complete the mare and 
the foal should be left alone, giving the 
mare a chance to rest after her ordeal. It 
is during this period that placental mem- 
branes begin to separate. After the navel 
cord breaks, the stump should be dressed 
with the owner’s or veterinary’s favorite 
application. Little else need be done ex- 
cept to be sure the foal nurses and to give 
it an enema within four hours if no bowel 
movements have occurred. 

The day following parturition, the mare 
should be washed up by the attendant, the 
placenta should be examined carefully for 
entirety and abnormalities. The placenta 
might be called “the mirror for the 
uterus.” In the event the membranes are 
retained, I wait at least ten hours before 
removing them manually. 

Any mare whose vulva has been sutured 
js re-sutered the next day. 

The mare and the foal should get plenty 
of exercise and when possible turned out 
for at least a short while every day. Ex- 
ercise is most important for the mare in 
aiding in the contraction and toning up of 
the uterus and the expulsion of accumu- 
lated exudate. 

On the seventh or eighth day after foal- 
ing, a vaginal examination should be made 
with a speculum to determine whether or 
not the mare should be bred on her ninth 
day. 

This is the hour. This is the most im- 
portant point in the breeding cycle of the 
mare. Here you make the decision whether 
she will have every chance to have a live, 
healthy foal the next year, or a good 
chance to become infected herself, abort, 
or have a diseased foal. The mare should 
not be bred on her ninth day if she has not 
returned to genital health. If any of the 


following conditions exist the mare should 
not be bred: 


1, Placenta retained over three hours. 
2. Any lacerations not entirely healed. 
3, Severe bruises, particularly on cervix. 
4, Presence of exudate or urine in vagina. 


5. Discolored or congested mucous mem- 
brane. 


6. Uterine or vaginal atony. 


WHEN IN DOUBT. If there is any 
question at all, give the mare the benefit 
of the doubt and pass her ninth day. To 
my mind the examining veterinarian is 
directly responsible if the mare has a 
step abortion or rheumatic foal due to 
pre-natal infection. 
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Ninety per cent of mares that are not 
bred on their ninth day, and also of those 
that were bred that did not conceive, will 
come in estrum between the twenty-fifth 
and thirtieth days from foaling. 

A large number, between 20 and 30 per 
cent, of foaling mares will not manifest 
their willingness or desire for intercourse 
to the teaser. Their protective instinct or 
mother love for the foal is stronger than 
sexual desire. With this type of mare, and 
mares whose teasing habits are not known, 
we make a vaginal examination twice 
weekly, starting 25 days after foaling. 

When the tenacious vaginal gum turns 
to a stringy, viscous mucous, the vaginal 
mucous membranes turn a glistening pink, 
and the cervix looks like an American 
Beauty rose in full bloom, the mare is in 
heat. Of course all mares do not present 
this definite a picture. In those where 
there is any doubt, the hand may be in- 
serted, and if the cervix is found open and 
the membranes moist, it may be assumed 
she is in estrum. 

Early examination for pregnancy is 
made rectally at 40 to 45 days. The value 
of these early examinations is not to de- 
termine the percentage of mares in foal as 
much as to find those that are empty and 
not coming in. By finding them at this 
time it gives us a chance to breed them 
again before the season is over. 


CLEANLINESS. I cannot emphasize 
too strongly the importance of sanitation 


and cleanliness in making vaginal exam- 
inations, and at breeding, the external 
genitals and the buttocks of the mare 
should be thoroughly washed with soap 
and water before service. The penis of 
the stallion should also be washed in clear 
water before service, and with a mild anti- 
septic solution followed by a clear water 
rinse following service. 


FOALS. The rearing of foals is also 
one of the most important phases of life 
on a nursery. While a few breeders still 
adhere to the old theory of “survival of 
the fittest,” it is quite evident they are not 
the ones who are most successful in pro- 
ducing good horses. 

The foal. when he becomes old enough 
to eat solid food, should have access to 
the best oats and hay, should have shelter 
when needed, and plenty of exercise. It 
is almost impossible to feed a growing 
animal too much if he gets sufficient exer- 
cise. 

The routine generally followed is to turn 
the mares and foals out from 8 a. m. to 
4 p. m. until the weather becomes hot. 
Then (which is usually about June 1) 
they are turned out about 4 p. m., left out 
all night and taken up around 8 o'clock 
next morning. 

In these days of hustle and push and so 
much 2-year-old racing it is necessary to 
keep the foal growing rapidly and stead- 
ily if he is to compete with those of one’s 
neighbor. 


PARASITES. Parasite control is prac- 
ticed methodically on most farms. 

We use carbon disulphide for bots and 
ascarids, and phenothiazine for strongyles. 
For several days I gave the two in combi- 
nation through a stomach tube. Using 
this method the efficiency of the pheno- 
thiazone is not affected, but that of the 
carbon disulphide is lowered to a marked 
degree. I think this is due to the heavy 
suspension of phenothiazine preventing 
rapid volatilization of the carbon. We now 
use carbon either in capsule or by tubes 
and let the attendant give the phenothia- 
zine emulsion with a syringe a few days 
later. 

Most modern progressive breeders worm 
their mares for strongyles every four 
months, and for bots and ascarids once a 
year, usually late in the fall. The foals 
are wormed first with both treatments 
when they are three to four months old, 
and then every four months until they are 
taken to the track as yearlings. 

I have endeavoured to touch on only the 
most important and usual things that arise 
on equine nurseries. If any of you wish 
to ask questions I shall try to answer 
them. Thank you.

Courts and Legislation 


Taxation Decision 
Favors Horsemen 


A form of double taxation imposed on 
horsemen racing at Santa Anita Park has 
been declared unlawful. It has been the 
practice of the Los Angeles city-county 
government to tax horses stabled at Santa 
Anita. though they were owned outside the 
area and also were taxed at their “home” 
base. The decision was given by Superior 
Court Judge Joseph W. Vickers in the 
case of Norman W. Church’s Northway 
Stud. Judge Vickers ruled that since the 
Church farm in another county was the 
actual “home” of the horses. which were 
at Santa Anita only during race meetings, 
the Los Angeles authorities could not tax 
them. Mr. Church had paid taxes in Santa 
Clara County. where his farm is located, 
Judge Vickers ruled that Northway Stud 
was the real home of the Church horses, 
since they returned there for rest. rehabili- 
tation, and retirement. 


Louis B. Mayer and the partnership of 
Luke and Sneed have similar suits pend- 
ing against the Los Angeles tax people. 
They are scheduled for hearing in Novem- 
ber. 

Mr. Church had won a similar suit in 
1943, but the Los Angeles authorities have 
continued to tax horses at Santa Anita. 
The recent decision in his favor included 
an order for the return of the tax money. 
plus interest and legal costs. 

According to Hoof Prints, official publi- 
cation of the California Thoroughbred 
Owners and Trainers Association. horse- 
men have had to pay the taxes or face the 
loss of their animals through seizure and 
sale on tax claims.

Citation Slams Another Homer; 


Blue Peter Wins the Hopeful 


Considering the number of horses en- 
gaged in racing in the U. S. (the American 
Racing Manual reported 19.063 starters 
for 1947. probably will report 20.000 for 
1948). only a comparative few are of the 
first flight. Last week these horses made 
this news: 


GLAMOUR’ BOY. Home-run _ hitter 
among the 3-year-olds is Calumet Farm’s 
Citation. He went to the plate at Wash- 
ington Park last Saturday, got his thir- 
teenth homer in 14 trips this season. 

Nearest opposition at the finish was Free 
America. his much publicized stable com- 
panion. Behind Free America was Vol- 
canic. another stout contender. Papa Red- 
bird was fourth. Reborn was last. 

Papa Redbird made the early pace in 
the 114-mile contest. Citation took charge 
on the backstretch. entered the home lane 
with a clear-cut lead. Then Free America 
began to run from nine lengths behind 
Citation, got within a length of him at the 
finish. Volcanic had made a surprisingly 
strong challenge in the stretch. came with- 
in half a length of passing Citation, but 
couldn’t stand the pressure. gave way to 
Free America. 

It was Citation’s most important race 
since the Stars and Stripes Handicap on 
July 5. A pulled muscle had kept him 
sidelined until August 21, when he won an 
overnight race that was to test his recovery 
from the injury. After the Derby it was 
plain that Citation was still the best 3- 
year-old, even if he was under a drive to 
win in 2:01%5. And it was equally plain 
that if he falters. Free America will be 
there to carry on for Warren Wright. 

The $66.450 earned in the Washington 
Park feature increased Citation’s winnings 
to $651,750. of which a record $496,070 
has been acquired this year. He now has 
passed Assault among the leading U. S. 
money winners, stands third to Stymie and 
Armed. Bewitch and My Request are the 
only others of the crop of °45 with places 
on the roster. 


TRAVELER. At Washington Park on 
August 26 another familiar of the winner’s 
circle reappeared. It was Fred W. Hooper’s 
Ocean Drive, which had left Chicago’s rac- 
ing earlier in the month for an aerial drop- 
in at Suffolk Downs and victory in the 
Mayflower Stakes. The Prairie State 
Stakes of last week brought him vis-a-vis 


Provocative and Model Cadet. One had 
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beaten him in the Hyde Park Stakes. the 
other in the Washington Park Futurity. 

Neither beat him in the Prairie State. 
Ocean Drive stayed behind Ky. Colonel 
and John’s Joy for half a mile. went to 
the front in the stretch, stood off Provo- 
cative in the drive. Johns Joy saved third. 
Model Cadet and the widely heralded Lex- 
town were next-to-last and last. 

Ocean Drive’s 1:1015 for the six fur- 
longs was the fastest time ever made in 
the race. The first four to finish (Jacks 
Town was fourth) were Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales yearlings. Two weeks before. 
a similar Keeneland finish had occurred 
when Model Cadet. Ocean Drive. Admiral 
Lea. and Mr. Smug got the money in the 
Washington Park Futurity. 


AU PLUS VITE. One of the track- 
scorchers at Chicago this season has been 
a 4-year-old Tiger filly named Tre Vit. It 
appears to be an ad-lib version of Tres 
Vite, which as any of two or three million 
ex-Gl’s can tell you. is the French for very 
fast. or whoosh! 

She had been running hard at her fields 
during the Arlington and Washington 
Park meetings. and had to her credit sec- 
onds in the Crete, Modesty, and Misty 
Isle Stakes. It seemed only a question of 
time until she would finish on the head 
end. The time came in the Great Western 
Handicap of August 25. 

On August 18, 1947, Rippey came out 
for the Great American, set a track record 
of 1:0925 for the six furlongs. Tre Vit 
quickened the pace by a fifth-second, hung 
out a new record. It was her first stakes 
win, and she got it the hard way. At the 
quarter she was last of the field of ten. and 
at the half she still had six horses to beat. 
In the stretch she beat them. 

Her most illustrious victim was Calumet 
Farm’s Coaltown. Considering the sex al- 
lowance, at 115 pounds (three below 
scale) Coaltown was giving her four 
pounds. She carried 114 (seven below 
scale, including the sex allowance). 

Coaltown was second, a half-length be- 
hind the filly. Pinebloom, which had set 
the early pace, was third. Among the 
beaten were such competent sprinters as 
Spy Song, Rippey, and Phar Mon. Rippey 
appears to be below top form. 

C. U. Yaeger owns Tre Vit. She re- 
portedly was bought recently along with 
another horse, for $75,000 for the package. 


GREEN LIGHT. The onward progres 
of Blue Peter was unimpeded in the Hope. 
ful Stakes. Joseph M. Roebling’s son of 
War Admiral used the Hopeful as the 
medium of his seventh victory from nine 
starts this season. It was his sixth cop. 
secutive win, his fifth straight stakes vie. 
tory. The net of $47,750 to the winner 
brought his earnings to $100,775, which 
probably is more than any other 2-year-old 
has picked up this year. 

His Hopeful victory was an easy three. 
length decision over Sport Page; Curan. 
dero was third. Time for the 614 furlongs 
(it was the first time any of the field had 
gone that far) was 1:1915. Daily Racing 
Form made it 1:1945. The colt now has 
won the William Penn, Garden State, Sap. 
ling, and Hopeful Stakes. and the Saratoga 
Special. Eternal World beat him to third 
in the Youthful. on May 1. 

Snow Goose. which last year at three 
won a division of the nine-furlong Beldame 
Handicap and gained an undisputed vic. 
tory in the 11-mile Ladies’ Handicap, 
showed that distance still is to her liking. 
On the card which featured Blue Peter in 
the Hopeful, she won the 1°4-mile Sara. 
toga Cup by three lengths, easily. *Miss 
Grillo was a driving second, Word of 
Honor a belated third. The Jeffords filly 
had been third to her stablemate Loyal 
Legion in the 114-mile Saratoga Handicap 
just a week before.

One of the most astute combinations op- 
erating at the Keeneland Summer Sales 
has been the team of Owner Frederick W. 
Hooper and Trainer Ivan H. Parke. The 
one has supplied capital, a deep interest in 
horses, and a willingness to take a sport- 
ing chance; the other has furnished a con- 
siderable knowledge of young horses and 
a deft touch as a conditioner. 

From the 1943 sales they got a *Sir Gal- 
lahad yearling which developed into Hoop. 
Jr.. winner of the 1945 Kentucky Derby. 
and a *Mahmoud colt which emerged as 
the stakes-winning Alabama. From later 
sales they got the fast and high-class Edu- 
cation, the hard-running Silly Gyp. other 
capable racers. 


One of the best prospects among their 
2-year-olds of 1948 is the three-time stakes 
winner Ocean Drive, a son of Coldstream— 
Annabell Lee, by *Volta. They bought 
him at the 1947 sales for $10.000 from the 
consignment of Mrs. R. H. Anderson. 

Ocean Drive wasn’t long in showing 
what he was made of: in his first start he 
ran three furlongs at Hialeah Park in 
73235. equaling the track record.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 
Tote Accepted, 
Beulah Gets Dates 


In May. 1945. pursuant to a directive by 
Frank J. Lausche, at that time governor, 
the Ohio State Racing Commission or- 
dered all mile running tracks in Ohio to 
install totalisators by January 1, 1946. Be- 
cause the equipment was in short supply. 
the order was not enforced for 1946 or 
1947. 

Advised that equipment would be avail- 
able for 1948. the commission checked on 
the situation last December. It learned 
that River Downs, at Cincinnati, and Ran- 
dall Park, at Cleveland, had ordered the 
equipment. It later was installed. These 
tracks were granted dates for 1948. 

But Beulah Park had not complied with 
the order. and was not given dates. The 
track went to law about it in three sepa- 
rate actions. The first was an appeal from 
the commission’s order on technical 
grounds: the commission had not observed 
statutory provisions in promulgating the 
order. The appeal was denied. 

Then Beulah Park sought a writ of man- 
damus to compel the commission to act on 
its application for dates. The Common 
Pleas Court denied the writ. but the Court 
of Appeals reversed the decision of the 
lower court. However, the Supreme Court 
of Ohio accepted the case for review this 
fall. Since a decision might not come 
down before October or even November. 
the net effect was that the track would 
have little or no racing this year regard- 
less of the verdict. because Ohio’s racing 
season closes on October 31. 

Meanwhile the commission had revised 
and reprinted its Rules of Racing. and had 
again stipulated that the totalisator was 
mandatory. In its third action, Beulah 
Park appealed from this and several other 
sections of the rules. The appeal is pend- 
ing in the Court of Common Pleas. 

But time was running out. So during 
the second week of August, Beulah Park 
ended the dispute by ordering a_totali- 
sator. The commission immediately 
granted dates for a 36-day fall meeting. 
The American Totalisator Company began 
installing the necessary equipment with a 
view to having it ready by September 4. 
The meeting will run through October 16. 
There will be one dark day—the track will 
not race on September 22, when the $50.- 
000 Little Brown Jug, the nation’s richest 
event for 3-year-old pacers, will be raced 
at nearby Delaware, Ohio.

Horses and Wildlife 
More than half of a $9,000,000 fund to 


be supplied by racing’s taxes for the sup- 
port of a wildlife restoration program in 
California has been raised, Hollywood 
Park reports. Three million dollars had 
been obtained for the purpose through the 
fiscal year ending June 30. Hollywood 
Park since then has made additional pay- 
ments, 

The money has been obtained from Cali- 
fornia tracks handling above $10.000.000 


a year. A total of $9,000,000 is to be 
raised over a_ three-year period. The 
money is being handled by a Wildlife Res- 
toration Board. Hollywood Park’s share 
in 1948 is $1,613,662. 


Eligible Taxpayers 


For a long time, newspapers and other 
interests at Lousiville have been griping 
because Kentucky law does not permit the 
city to tax pari-mutuel betting at Church- 
ill Downs. But if a proposed occupa- 
tional tax is adopted at Louisville, hand- 
books will be required to pay a 1 per cent 
tax on their net earnings, like any other 
business. 

“All the books keep records of their 
earnings,” one of the assistant city attor- 
neys has said. “When the Federal Gov- 
ernment sent Moe Annenberg to prison 
for income tax violation, they all got the 
idea.” 

It has been estimated that illegal hand- 
books at Louisville do a $15,000,000 annual 
business. The net profits tax would pro- 
duce an estimated $100,000 a year to the 
city. Whether the tax would give the 
books a quasi-legal footing has not been 
stated. Louisville law enforcement agen- 
cies and the city courts have been blow- 
ing alternately hot and cold toward the 


books. Mostly they prefer not to notice 
them.
